bin, Lieutenant-Gov ernor Newton W. 
Gilbert and 
Henry W. 
Marshall, 
Speaker of the Honsa of Representa­ 
tiv es on the part of Indiana, and by 
Ex -Gov ernor Dav id R. Francis, Presi­ 
dent of the Louisiana Purchase Ex po­ 
sition, for the ex position 
company . 
The Culv er Cadets from the Culv er 
M ilitary Academy w ill participate in 
the ceremonies, as wTillalso tiie P h ilip ­ 
pine scouts and about 400 marines 
stationed on the ex position grounds. 


There w ill be music throughout the 
day by bands from Indiana and other 
m usical organizations connected with 
the ex position. 
In the ev ening a re­ 
ception w ill be giv en by the Gov ernor 
of Indiana and the Indiana World’s 
Fair Commissioners to all the people 
of Indiana and the World’s Fair offic­ 
ials and other inv ited guests. 
It is 
ex pected that this w ill be one of the 
great day s for Indiana at the ex posi­ 
tion and the Commission is making 
ex tonisv e preparations to entertain a 
large number of people from Indiana 
which they aro assured w ill be pres­ 
ent. 
Indiana 
has 
a building 
at the 
World’s Fair that ev ery citizen of the 
State w ill be proud of when he sees 
it. 
The throngs of people who are 
nov r passing 
through 
the building 
unite 
in sounding 
its praises and 
ev ery hour of the day persons are 
heard to ex press the opinion that it is 
the most beautiful building on the E x ­ 
position grounds. 
The building is 
located close to the Inside Inn at tin» 
State B uilding entrance at the south­ 
east corner of the grounds. 
It is de­ 
signed in the spirit of the French 
Renaissance and intended to be a rest­ 
ing place for all 
v isitors, to meet 
friends, social and musical entertain­ 
ment. 
The building is surrounded by a 
broad 
terrace 
and 
is 
approached 
through a spacious portico, on either 
side of which are candelabra of a m on­ 
umental character. 
Through the por­ 
tico, y ou enter a large lounging hall, 
30x 58 , furnished w ith heav y leather 
upholstered furniture. 
On either side 
are m en’s and wom en’s .rest rooms, 
10x 37 , lux uriously furnished w ith up­ 
holstered furniture and each furnished 
w ith an upright piano, one m anufact­ 
ured by the Krell-French Piano Co., 
of N ew Castle, Indiana and the other 
by the Schaff Bros. Co. 
of H unting­ 
ton, Indiana, back of which are com ­ 
modious toilet rooms 
and retiring 
rooms. 
The toilet rooms hav e tile 
floors, and w alls and partitions are 
made of heav y opaque sanitary glass 
manufactured 
at 
Alex andria, Indi­ 
ana. 
At each end of the building in 
connection w ith the resting rooms are 
v erandas. 
The portico, terrace and 
v erandas are furnished w ith Old H ick­ 
ory tables and chairs. 
In connection 
w ith the lounging hall is the secre­ 
tary ’s office; also the postoffice, check 
room, register clerk and bureau of in ­ 
formation. 
A broad spacious stair­ 
way in the center, leads to the land­ 
ing, w ith Corinthian columns support- 
ing an art glass dome. 
The stairway 
inv ites v isitors to the second floor. 
M idway is a large landing, on either 
side stairs leading to the floor abov e. 
This landing 
merges into 
a large 
music room 
25x50, superbly furnished 
with oriental rugs, Louis XIV furni­ 
ture and containing two grand pianos, 
one from the Starr Piano Co., at R ich­ 
mond, Indiana, 
and the other from 
the Packard 
Piano 
C o., 
of Fort 
Way ne, Indiana. 
On the second floor is a large lib ra ry 


or reading room in which are kept cn 
tile all the State newspapers and m ag­ 
azines; also all the principal daily 
papers and weekly and monthly maga­ 
zines. 
Indiana people arriv ing at St. Louis 
and desiring to go direct to Indiana’s 
building w ill take a Maclede or Mar­ 
ket street car w ith World’s fair signs 
and going west. 
These cars stop w ith ­ 
in two blocks of the Indiana building. 
If prev ious arrangements hav e not 
been made for stopping place, a list 
of desirable places may be obtained at 
the information desk in the building.

W AG NER ’S HOME. 


H ow t h e G reat C om p os e r C am e to 
L iv e In l)nire nth. 
How Wagner came to make Bai- 
reuth Ids home is a rather interesting 
story , 
lie had long dreamed of pos­ 
sessing a theater where his composi­ 
tions could be interpreted to suit his 
ideas, but had little hope that the 
dream would ev er be fulfilled. 
When, 
howev er, in his period of greatest de­ 
pression and loneliness he formed the 
friendship of the late king of Bav aria 
it seemed suddenly as if ail things 
were possible to him. In 18G7 his roy al 
protector 
instructed 
the 
celebrated 
architect, Gottfried Sey aper, to prepare 
the plans for the theater, which was 
to be built at Munich. 
Through po­ 
litical and professional dissensions and 
jealousies the town council of Munich 
refused permission for the erection of 
the theater there. 
In 
1871 Wagner 
v isited 
Baiseuth 
and, 
after 
taking 
counsel with the celebrated bankers, 
Messrs. Fenstel 
and 
Gross, decided 
upon a site in that city . 
The munici­ 
pality of the town, correctly estimating 
the financial adv antages which would 
accrue, presented Wagner with two 
plots of land, one for the theater and 
the other for his own house. 
The lat­ 
ter was immediately built, and in 18 7 2 
Wagner 
remov ed 
his 
family 
from 
Trubcben, near Lucerne, to the new 
home. Wahnfried. The corner stone of 
thé theater was laid on his six tieth 
birthday . May 22. 18 7 2. 
It was esti­ 
mated that 
the 
theater would 
cost 
300,000 thalers (about $250.000), and 
this sum was v ery largely raised by 
Wagner societies throughout the world 
It was completed in 1876 and dedicated 
with the presentation of MDer Bing des 
Nibelungen” on Aug 13 of that y ear. 
Since then it has been the Mecca of 
the lov ers of Wagnerian music from 
all parts of the world.

Are Not Stringent Enough 


Should be Enforced and 


Amended.

Afc best the div orce laws are v ery 
loose, and dissatisfied married couples 
are filing complaints for div orce on 
most any pretex t. 
It is surprising 
what triv ial affairs constitute “ cruel 
and inhuman treatm ent.” 
Inhuman 
means “ D estitute of the kindness that 
belongs to a human being, cruel, bar­ 
barous and sav age.” 
A case was filed 
in one of the courts recently where 
the com plaint charged “ cruel and in ­ 
human treatm ent,” which consisted 
of the man in the complaint refusing 
to giv e his w ife money when she 
asked for it, and that at one tim e she 
shook her fist under his nose. 
This, 
according to the complaint, consti­ 
tuted cruel and inhuman treatment. 
J udge Fox , of Richmond, is going 
to draw’ a tighter line on the div orce 
business hereafter. 
He say s there are 
ov er tw enty -eight csaes for div orce on 
the docket. 
Hereafter no div orce suits 
w ill be tried at long range. 
Botli 
parties w ill hav e to appear in court 
and stand trial and show the court 
why they want to be legally separ­ 
ated. 
J udge Fox is to be commended 
for the stand he has taken, and he 
w ill find his action upheld by the 
v ery best citizens of Indiana. 
Not 
only should the judges of our courts 
suppress this fast grow ing ev il as 
much as possible, but the nex t legisla­ 
ture should pass more stringent laws. 
The number of div orces granted in the 
U nited States is greatly in ex cess of 
that of any other country in the world, 
which does not speak so w ell for our 
adv anced state of civ ilization.

He secured a large butcher knife and 
made a v icious lunge at Miss Ethel 
Stewart, the blade striking the y oung 
woman on the head, making an ugly , 
but not dangerous scalp wound. 
She 
is suffering today from nerv ous pros­ 
tration. 
Miss Stewart is a member of 
the high school graduating class of 
that city . 
Barrett, 
with 
difficulty , 
was placed in jail by the officers.

After being out more than tw enty - 
four hours, the jury in the case of the 
temperance 
people 
of K nights town 
against Emory McNamee, for a liquor 
license failed to agree. 
The applica­ 
tion 
was 
appealed to the Circuit 
court, the county commissioners hav ­ 
ing refused to grant a license. 
More 
than 100 ballots were taken, but the 
jury stood six to six . 
The saloon ele­ 
ment is elated and claim s a v ictory , 
as it giv es it another chance. 
The 
main fight was made by the temper­ 
ance people on the claim that Mc­ 
Namee was apply ing for another per­ 
son contrary to law. 
The temperance 
elem ent w ill renew the fight and pros­ 
ecute it v igorously .

prise and Loose Ov er 


Four Thousand 


Th in k in g Jap an ese Had Retired 
Fro m Fen g Wan g Ch en g Ru s­ 
sian s Start Th eir to o 


So o n . 


New Chwang, Mr.y 27.— On M;.y 23, 


thinking that the Japanese had retired 


from Feng Wang Cheng, 15,000 Rus­ 


sians from Hai Cheng and Liao Yang 


marched toward 
Feng Wang Cheng. 


They were surprised by 30,000 Jap­ 


anese in the Tatung pass. 
The Rus­ 


sian casualties were over 4,000 and 


over a thousand Russians surrendered. 


The Japanese losses are not stated. 


Tokio, May 27 .—According to a re­ 
liable report the J apanese occupied 
Kin Chou y esterday , and are now at­ 
tacking Dalny . 


St. Petersburg, May 27 .—The gen­ 
eral staff is not in a position today to 
conflm or deny the Tokio report that 
the J apanese hav e occupied Kin Chou. 
The latest official information regard­ 
ing fighting in that v icinity was con­ 
v ey ed in Lieutenant General Sakhar- 
off’s telegram, which said that the J ap­ 
anese had lost 7 00 on May 18. 
This 
agrees with information contained in 
press dispatches of May 25, General 
Sakharoff apparently accepting the re­ 
port from the same Chinese source. 
It would be a great surprise to the 
authorities here if the report of the 
capture of Kin Chou should prov e to 
be true. 
The impression heretofore 
entertained is that Kin Chou would 
prov e a hard nut for the J apanese to 
crack, and that its reduction would 
need a siege train and call for careful 
approaches which would occupy the 
enemy a long time. 
The opinion of the best authorities 
is that if the J apanese rushed Kin 
Chou by a frontal attack unsupported 
by heav y guns, which it is not believ ed 
they possess, the capture of the place 
must hav e been effected at a tremen­ 
dous loss to the attackers.

Some Details of the Campaign In the 


Far East. 
St. Petersburg. May 27 .—The gen­ 
eral staff has receiv ed the following 
telegram 
from 
Lieutenant 
General 
Sakharoff: 
“ There is no change in 
the general 
situation in the Feng 
Wang Cheng district. 
Our cav alry re­ 
port that the J apanese are construct­ 
ing fortifications around Feng Wang 
Cheng, where they hav e a force of 30,- 
000 infantry and 2,000 cav alry , with 36 
field guns. 
“ The J apanese adv ance guard has 
adv anced to twenty -two miles north of 
the Al riv er, their front being turned 
toward Saim aise and iuian Tlan Sian. 
They are effecting no other mov ements 
north of the Ai riv er. 
It is reported 
that a great many J apanese cav alry 
hav e become ex hausted and are brok­ 
en down. 
“ On *.iay 23 our scouts near Pitsewo 
and in the Kwang Tung peninsula as­ 
certained that J apanese outposts occu­ 
pied the heights two miles south of the 
station of Wafandian. 
Three miles in 
their rear were two squadrons of cav ­ 
alry of the line. 
Two and a half com­ 
panies of the Twelfth infantry pro­ 
tected both nanks by infantry screens 
of forty men each. 
Further south­ 
ward infantry and cav alry were dis­ 
posed among the v illages bordering on 
the railway . 
“ About Polandien 3,000 troops of all 
arms and fiv e guns are concentrated. 
In the neighborhood of Pitsewo and 
further south the J apanese landing 
continues, the troops marching thence 
toward Kin Chou with cov ering detach­ 
ments thrown out on the west. 
“ According to Chinese reports a 
battle took place at Kin Chou May 18 
in which the J apanese lost 7 00 men. 
The Russian losses were not so great. 
A J apanese landing at Takushan be­ 
gan fiv e day s ago, and it is reported 
that 50,000 troops, principally infan­ 
try , were landed, but this has not y et 
been v erified. 
The troops landed are 
marching from Takushan northwest 
toward Siu Yen and southwest toward 
Port Arthur. 
“ One of our Sotnias encountered a 
J apanese detachment on thQ night of 
May 20-21 at Sitkouchintse and caused 
great consternation among the J ap­ 
anese, who opened a wnd fire against 
the Cossacks. 
In the darkness they 
fired upon their own men.” 


Change of Plan. 
Liao Yang, May 27 .—-Rumor* hav e 
been receiv ed here of a change in the 
plans of the J apanese. 
It is said that 
they hav e temporarily abandoned their 
northern adv ance and will concentrate 
on Port Arthur. 
As son as that for* 
treaa is captured it la their intention 
to proceed against Liao Yang. 


Viceroy AlexiefT Reports. 
8 t Petersburg, May 27 .—The follow­ 
ing dispatch from Viceroy Alex leff, 
dated May 26, has been receiv ed bv 
the emperor: 
•'Reports from Rear Ad­ 
mirals W ittsoeft and Grigorov itch to­ 
day state that the enemy bombarded 
from In Gen Tai bay (on the west 
coast of the Kwang Tung peninsula, 
about thirteen miles north of Port Ar­ 
thur) with gunboats. On the following 
sight the J apanese attempted to block 
the roadatead of Port 
Arthur with 
mines and from shore observ ations it 
Is believ ed that some steam launches 
and two torpedo boats were sunk.“ 


Japs Moving on Port Arthur. 
Tokio, May 27.—The J apanese hav e 
already constructed thirty 
miles of 
light railway for the transportation of 
siege 
guns 
toward 
Port 
Arthur. 
Around Kin Chou the J apanese hav e 
been fighting stubbornly for the past 
eight day s, but are making little pro­ 
gress against the Russians, who oc­ 
cupy strong positions on the heights.

gate to the national Republican con­ 
vention in 189 2; served as chairman of 
his county central committee, and serv­ 
ed as a member of the advisory board 
of the state central committee. 
As a 
business man he has also been suc­ 
cessful, being president of the state 
bank of Goshen; president of the Elk ­ 
hart county loan and trust company, 
of Goshen; president of two local tele­ 
phone companies and secretary of 
Lesh, Prouty 
& Abbott company, of 
East Chicago, manufacturers of wal­ 
nut lumber. 
Mr. Miller, before entering upon his 
duties as attorney general, was one of 
the best k nown lawyers In northern 
Indiana, having a large practice, which

days that Congressman Charles B. 
Landis of Delphi may have to be reck ­ 
oned with 
as a candidate for the 
United States senate in case there is 
a vacancy caused by the election of 
Senator Charles W. Fairbank s as vice 
president. 
So much has been said 
about the race being between Gover­ 
nor Durbin and Congressman James A. 
Hemenway of Boonville, that most of 
the politicians seem to have forgotten 
that Congressman Landis also has as­ 
pirations. 
His success in lining up 
three counties of the "shoestring” dis­ 
trict, Montgomery, Boone, Hamilton 
and Madison counties so that the nom­ 
ination for representative will be made 
under the old rule instead of applying 
the "excess vote” plan which would 
have given Governor Durbin’s Madison 
county candidate a cinch, is convinc­ 
ing to the politicians that Congress­ 
man Landir is perfecting an organiza­ 
tion. 
It is now said that he has not 
been permitting any grass to grow 
under his feet in the Ninth congres­ 
sional district, which will ha vs over 
fifteen members of the next session of 
the legislature, counting both bran­ 
ches. 
It Is also said that he is aow 
branching out into the counties con­ 
tiguous to the Ninth, and that he is 
very confident of being able to start 
In on even terms. 


It Is admitted at the headquarters of 
the two state committees that in fig­ 
uring on the mak eup of the coming 
legislature the awful work of death 
must be tak en Into account Four mem­ 
bers of the last senate who were hold­ 
overs have died and another is not ex* 
pected to live. The dead men were Re­ 
publicans and one at least represented 
a Democratic district. Another was 
Senator Burns, of South Bend, a Re* 
publican. 
His county, St. Joseph, Is 
normally Republican, but since the 
city of South Bead has given a ma­ 
jority of nearly twelve hundred for the 
Democratic tick et the Democrats have 
hopes of electing their candidates for 
the legislature. 
The ohange made in 
the situation is that while the Republi* 
cans had sixteen holdover members to 
start with they now have but twelve 
and soon they may have but eleven. 
The Democrats had but nine and none 
of their men have died. 


The fact that Congressman Hemen­ 
way does not seem to be doing any­ 
thing toward mak ing an organization 
for use in the race that will ensue for 
Senator Fairbank s’ place if he Is elect­ 
ed vice president. Is not only causing 
coasidsrable comment, but considera­ 
ble alarm among his friends, who think 
it high time that he was up and do­ 
ing. Jt is stated, however, that he will 
not begin activities until after the na­ 
tional convention and then it may not 
be neoessary, as Senator Fairbank s 
might not be nominated. 
In other 
words, he is playing a safety game that 
may prove a winner in the long run. 
Ha will start at a natural disadvantage 
as his district has but few Republican 
representatives, while the districts of 
the other candidates have a large rep­ 
resentation. 


Senator Albert J. Beveridge will no 
doubt be elected chairman of the In­ 
diana delegation to the Republican na­ 
tional convention at Chicago next 
month. 
It ia understood that there 
will be a meeting of the delegates here 
Saturday to organise and to arrange 
for the expense of the trip and the 
headquarters. Each of the thirty dele­ 
gates will probably be aseeseed $100 
as a starter, as the delegation is to 
have magnlfloent headquarters at the 
Auditorium Annex. No other name be­ 
sides that of Benator Beveridge is be­ 
ing mentioned for the chairmanship. 
This is his year in Indiana, and there 
ie a general feeling that the honor ia 
due him.
